That if any person or persons shall spear,
net, or in any way or manner, take or catch any fish in or
from any or ecither of the outlets or inlets of Lakes Cal- p. iy tor
houn and Harriet, in the county of Hennepin, in said catehing feh ot
State, or the marshes and waters below the same, and certaln tmes
above Richland Mills, in said county, between the first
day of Febrnary and the fifteenth day of May, of each
and every year, such person or persons shall, upon con-
viction thereof, be fined in the sum of two dollars for
each and every fish so speared, netted, or in any mannér
taken or caught as aforesaid, therefrom ; and such person
or persons shall stand committed to the county jail of
said county, until guch fine be paid. .
